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INTRODUCTION. 


The supplemental list to the Directory of Foreign Importers presented herewith is 
intended to render available to Canadians the names of representative firms in Russia 
who are likely to be interested in opening up connections with Canadian sources of 
supply. These names were compiled with the assistance of British consuls and others 
familiar with the details of Russian trade. A more comprehensive list will be prepared 
when Mr. Just and Mr. Wilgress, recently appointed Canadian Trade Commissioners 
to Russia, take up their duties at permanent posts in that country.

It is a specialized business, and not touched by the ordinary Russian houses. A few 
firms do a large trade with their up-to-date stores and well organized wholesale depart- 
ments, sending out travellers who cover the whole of the Far Hast. Some of the 
largest maintain purchasing houses in Moscow and London. The principal Canadian 
lines likely to be saleable in Eastern Siberia, together with the names of the furms 
dealing in the same, are given in the appended lst.)
